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SKI TOUR RECOMMENDED

like to recommend the following day's 
ski tour in Lassen National Park to 
Sierra Club skiers: 

From Sulphur Works ascend to Ridge 
Lakes, then right along ridge leading to 
Mount Lassen, either following the top 
of the ridge or keeping to its right. 
side, deponding on snow conditions. As 
cend Lassen by the face to the left of 
the rock protuberance known as “the 
navel", 
either the Inferno Race Run or the bowl 
leading directly to The Summit; we took 
the latter, which is fine skiing, The 
return is by Lake Helen, the road and 
the Sulphur Works. (If you don't know 
the short cut between Lake Helen and 
Sulphur Works, ask one of the Park rang- 
erse) We were on our skis some nine 
hours and covered about thirteen miles.
